President Says. 


WASHINGTON. April 5.—(4)— 
President Roosevelt recommended 
to congress today, on the fourth 
anniversary of the CCC, the crea- 
tion of a permanent Civilian Con- 
servation Corps of 300,000 mem- 
bers. 

Under present law the corps, 
created April 5, 1933, as a means 
of employing youths on such proj- 
ects as reforestation, road build- 
ing and park development, will ex- 
pire on June 30, 1937. 

Actual CCC enrollment at the 
present time is about 300,000 men, 
including war veterans as well as 
the young men recruited from 
scores of American cities. 

In his message to congress the 
President praised the work of the 
corps and said that its continued 
functioning would not be contrary 
to normal progress toward re- 
‘covery. 

“There is still need,” he said, 
“for providing useful and health- 
ful employment for a large num- 
‘ber of our youthful citizens.” 

“T am convinced,” he added, 
“that there is ample useful work 
in the protection, restoration and 
development of our national re- 
'sources, upon which the services 
of the corps may be employed ad- 
vantageously for an extended pe- 
riod. 

“It should be noted that this 
program will not in any respect 
reduce normal employment oppor-

Ample Useful Work. 


I am convinced that there is 
ample useful work in the protec- 
tion, restoration and develop- 
ment of our natural resources, | 
upon which the services of the| 
corps may be employed advan-' 
tageously for an extended future | 
period. It should be noted that! 
this program will not in any 
respect reduce normal employ- 
ment opportunities for our adult 
workers; in fact, the purchase 
of simple materials, of food and 
clothing and of other supplies 
required for the operations of the 
corps tends to increase employ- 
ment in industry. 


I recommend, therefore, that 
provision be made for a per- 
manent corps of 300,000 youths 
(and war veterans) together with 
10,000 Indians and 5,000 enrollees | 
jn our territories and insular pos- 
essions. 

It would appear, after a care- 
ful study of available informa- 
tion, that, with improved busi- 
ness conditions, these numbers 
represent the maximum expécted 
enrollment. To go beyond this 
number at this time would open 
new and difficult classifications 
of enrollment, and the addition- 
al cost would seriously affect the 
financial position of the treas-

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CONGRESS AND THE SIT-DOWNS 

The interest which congress is showing in 
the sit-down peril is a plain indication of the 
direction which public sentiment is taking on 
this issue. In both houses, this weapon for 
enforcing labor demands has been roundly 
condemned. The only defense offered in its 
behalf has been indirect, as when Senator 
Wagner denounced the hostile attitude of the 
automobile industry toward the national labor 
relations act, which, in his opinion, would have 
served to clear up grievances that made work- 
ers resort to the trespass device of economic 
force. 

Just what action congress will take has not 
yet been determined. Senator Byrnes, of South 
Carolina, has been strong for tacking on an 
amendment to the Guffey coal act. This pro- 
posal was defeated Monday, but it is im- 
probable that the senate will fail to say 
¥*something stamping the sit-down as a bad 
piece of business. There is also a considerable 
ferment in the house, as the fact that the Dies 
resolution has been given right-of-way proves 


beyond peradventure. In the senate a resolu-. 


tion was introduced Monday by Pittman and a 
new bill by Hoffman was introduced in the 
house. 

Meanwhile, leaders of the C. I. O. move- 
ment must be wondering whether they have 
been relying upon a boomerang. For the situ- 
ation in Flint, Detroit and elsewhere has at 
times manifestly gotten out of their hands. The 
showing by General Motors of 30-odd sit-downs 
since the union and the company signed their 
agreement, and the trend of events generally, 
make it evident that officers of the United 
Automobile Workers have been disregarded if 
not defied. 

Arguments in justification of the sit-down 
have come from some liberal quarters. But 
they are arguments based on the expectation 
of an evolving conception of the problem 
rather than upon the command of existing law. 
It is not at all impossible that in the course 
of time the sit-down will have legal sanction. 
Even picketing is of relatively recent stand- 
ing. It is still forbidden in Alabama. But 
granted that labor rights have only slowly 
emerged, it is nevertheless true that strikes by 
occupation of plants is at present. without color 
of respectability in the eyes of the law. 

Labor is playing with fire when it uses this 
technigue. Not until unions are disciplined and 
ce nel can their leaders hope to keep the 
sit-down within bounds. Always there is the 
chance that a few trouble-makers will stop 
production for the sake of stirring up mischief. 
Things being what they are, it is not surpris- 
ing that President Martin, of the U. A. W. A. 
trying to stem the tide in one plant the other 
day, was sharply spoken to by one of the fo- 
menters of sabotage.

The man with ambitions to become a saxo- 
phone player need no longer arouse the ire of 
his entire home block. He can load himself 
and his saxophone into the trailer and there 
live alone, where he can bDbiare his practice 
oompahs to his musical content, uninterrupted. 

Even the radio fiend, who disregards the 
desires of the folks in the next apartment 
while he devotes the early morning hours to 
his search of the ether for distant stations, 


can get Timbuktu just as easily from a trailer* 


or automobile as from the front parlor. 

These trailers seem capable of rendering 4 
great service, not only to those who own them, 
but to the neighbors, too.

THE NEED FOR A RESEARCH BUREAU 


The cordial reception given Mayor Harts- 
field’s suggested survey of the municipal gov- 
ernment by experts indicates a growing pub- 
lic realization of the benefits that would result 
from a permanent bureau of research in gov- 
ernment in Atlanta. 

There are many cities in the United States 
that have such research bureaus. Kansas City 
has an excellent bureau and so does New Or- 
leans. These research bureaus save the tax- 
payers a considerable amount of money, gov- 
ernment is more efficient and many economies 
are effected. 

There is only one way in which serious po- 
litical problems can be intelligently studied 
and solved—by trained men in the science of 
government. Georgia has had many commis- 
sions to study its problems, but unless there 
happened to be one or two experts on these 
commissions their work has amounted to 
nothing. 2 

If a research bureau in government were 
established considerable assistance could be 
given to the general assembly in the solution 
of the tax problem. A comprehensive study 


. should be made and recommendations trans- 


mitted to the legislature. First, a thorough 
study should be made and the findings of the 
experts given to a special committee of the 
general assembly. 

There are many other ways in which a re- 
search bureau or fact-finding body could be 
helpful. -A study could be made of the civil 
service systems in various states and the gen- 
eral assembly could be given the fine points 
of these systems. Then, the problem of im- 
provement of local government could be at- 
tacked. 

Atlanta and Georgia should have a perma- 
nent fact-finding bureau. Such a bureau 
would save the Georgia taxpayers many times 
annually as much as it would cost, 


NEGRO HEALTH WEEK 


The health of the individual is more close- 
ly dependent upon the general health of his 
community than many of us realize. For this 
reason the celebration this week of Negro 
Health Week is of more than cursory interest 
to us all, regardless of race or circumstances 
of life. 

It is impossible, as life is constituted, for 
men or women to so withdraw themselves 
from contact with others as to be immune 
from the ever-present menace of disease. De- 
spite all the improvements in sanitation and 
immunization, diseases are, many of them, still 
contagious, still infectious, and we never know 
when or where they may strike. 

The close association ot the two races in 
the south makes it especially important that 
the health of the negroes be improved and 
safeguarded, not only for humanitarian rea- 
sons, but for. the more selfish reason of pro- 
tection to us all. A home, no matter how well 
guarded and how careful in the observance of 
good health practices its household may be, is 
far from safe if it is served by domestics who 
are exposed to the constant menace of dis- 
ease when away from the place of their em- 
ployment. A businessman is needlessly exposed 
to danger if the porter who frequents his office 
also frequents places where disease is rife, 

Even from the materialistic side, good health 
among the negroes is a tremendous asset to 
the prosperity of the city. A new day for the 
south will dawn when all her population, 
negro as well as white, enjoys good housing, 
the best in sanitation, conveniences, proper 
medical attention and general living condi- 
tions conducive to health, strength and happi- 
ness. 

Such conditions are, unfortunately, still far 
from realization for a large proportion of our 
people, both white and negro,

Editorial of the Day 


GROWING PAINS 
(From the Birmingham News.) 
Recovery is now going through what might be 
termed its growing pains. This period was doubt- 
less inevitable. After so long and so severe a de- 
pression, it could not have been expected that the 
recovery would be even and balanced. So we are 
going through these growing pains of recovery. 


And the analogy seems particularly apt when 
| we remember what the doctors say about grow- 
_ ing pains in children. 


According to the medical 
experts, what are known as growing pains in 
children are sometimes symptoms of a form of 
rheumatism. When they are accompanied by 
rheumatic fever, the child needs close medical 
attention, for rheumatic fever sometimes affects 
the heart and leads to serious heart disease in 
later life. But if it is promptly treated by a doc- 
tor, the danger of impairment in later life can 
be averted. 

So it is with the growing pains of economic 
recovery. Treated promptly and expertly, they 
may be overcome without serious trouble. But 
allowed to go unchecked, they may lead to grave 
disorder in the economic body later.

when he said “we” have enough votes to put the supreme court packing 
plan over in congress. 2 

Considerable bluffing and bragging is going on. Neither side is say- 
ing all it knows or all it intends to do. Nevertheless, the inside check- 
ing done within the past few days indicates President Roosevelt can 
force his bill through with anywhere from 51 to 57 votes, if he chooses 
and if he can get it to a vote. , 

The opposition leaders are accommodatingly saying off the record 
they do not intend Yo filibuster. In fact, they privately agree Mr. Roose- 
velt has, or can get, the votes. 

These twin developments, however, may not be as important as they 
sound. The truth is Mr. Roosevelt will leave the senate floor strewn 
with bitterness and strife, which may conceivably injure his political 
party for years to come, if he exerts the force which is in his power. 
Furthermore, the opposition senators will certainly change their minds 
about not filibustering, unless they get some kind of inside agreement 
on new court appointees or satistactory concessions. (Senators always 
talk differently than they act whenever filibusters are concerned. They 
have even been known to deny publicly that they were filibustering 
while openly engaged in it.) 

Consequently, while Mr. Roosevelt theoretically has the votes, and 
his opponents are rolling over on their backs as if to be run over, volun- 


tarily, the situation is far from being fixed.

‘YOUR FIGURE, MADAME!’

CALORIE CUT BRINGS 
STREAMLINES. 


There is no standard calorie al- 
lowance for streamlines, but there 
is a standard deficit. By keeping 
your calories 600 per day on the 
svelte side of your requirements 
you can lose a pound a week. 

Normally your calorie allow- 
ance is set by your normal weight 
and the number of calories you 
spend per pound. Perfect weight 
depends. upon _ structure. The 
small-boned person should weigh | 
less per inch of height than the 
person with the large frame. A 
good working rule is to allow 100 
pounds for five feet of height 
with the small person, and 105 
pounds for this height in the me- 
dium or average frame. This basic 
weight is increased to 110 pounds 
for five feet in the larger than 
average girl. : 

The girl with the broad chest 
and short legs has a large frame 
in comparison with height, and 


105 pounds for five feet. On the 
other hand, the girl with narrow 
chest and long waist and limbs 
has a comparatively small frame 
and carries less weight. 

Whatever the size of your 
framework, an allowance of five 
and one-half pounds is made for 
each inch of height by which you 
exceed the basic five feet. 

Activity, the other factor in 
your calculations, determines the 
number of calories used per 
pound body weight. The more you 
get around and the faster you get 
around, the more calories you 
burn; while the slower you move, 
the more calories you store. With 
practically no exercise it has been 
found that you use 14 calories per 
pound body weight. Light exer- 
cise takes 16 calories per pound 
normal weight. If you haven’t a 
lazy bone in your body, you burn 
up your calories at the rate of 
18 to 20 per pound—but then the 
probabilities are that you already 
have streamlines! 

The average reducer should 
multiply normal weight by 15 or 
16 to find the normal calorie re- 
quirement. Then reduce this num- 
ber by one-third to burn body 
fat at the rate of one to two 
pounds per week. 

All right, let’s work it out. Sup- 
pose your normal weight to be 120 
pounds. Multiply 120 by 16, and 
the answer is 1,920—the number 
of calories which, taken daily, will 
keep you at your present weight. 
But if you weigh 145 pounds in- 
stead of 120, in order to use up 
the 25-odd pounds you must cut 
the intake to two-thirds your nor-

OXYGEN DEFICIT GIVES YOU 
| A HEADACHE. 


A person overcome by carbon 


monoxide is likely to “freeze”— 
that is, although he may suspect 
or realize his danger, he is power- 


less to move and unless quickly 
rescued he may remain exposed 
until unconsciousness and death 
overtake him. 

A person who inhales only a 
small amount of the _ colorless, 
odorless carbon monoxide in the 
air may have a better warning of 
his danger in the form of a sud- 
den throbbing headache in the 
forehead, together with a sense of 
tightness through the forehead 
and perhaps flushing of the face, 
dizziness, nausea, faintness, or 
noises in the ears. 

In fact anyone not ordinarily 
subject to headache should suspect 
carbon monoxide at once if seized 
with such a sudden frontal head- 
ache in any circumstance. One 
may inhale enough carbon monox- 
ide in the street where traffic is 
heavy and tall buildings are on 
all sides and the natural ventila- 
tion by wind is poor. The head- 
ache alone is the only symptom in 
many instances. Often there is 
no flushing of the face. Persons 
who are much exposed to inhala- 
tion of traces of carbon monoxide 
are likely to show a characteristic 
pallor constantly, anda this carbon- 
monoxide pallor is sometimes 
wrongly interpreted as “anemia, 
whereas in fact the individual suf- 
fering with chronic carbon mon- 
oxide anoxia has an actual in- 
crease in blood corpuscles over the 
normal average, if the blood is 
tested. 

Carbon monoxide contamination 
or pollution of the air accounts for 
many cases of such “anemia” in

THE FORCING REBID. 

The forcing takeout is not re- 
stricted to the responding hand, 
but also may be used by the open- 
er. It is a jump rebid in a new 
suit after partner has responded 
to the opening bid and it is forc- 
ing to game. The responses to a 
forcing rebid are exactly the same 
as opener’s rebids after a forcing 
takeout, which were discussed pre- 
viously. 

Rebids When Partner Raises. . 

When partner gives a single raise 
to the opening bid, the opener 
should now count his winners. He 
must remember that the raise may 
be a shaded one. Therefore cau- 
tion is required in rebidding. With 
five and a half winners, the open- 
er now may rebid to the level of 
three-odd. With seven winners the 
‘opener now may rebid to the level 
lof four-odd.

Approximately 900 applica- 
tions remain to be approved or re- 
jected. Many applications have 
been rejected by housing division 
officials for various reasons, main- 
ly because the applicants were 
making too much money to be 
eligible or because there was no 
need for change in housing. 

The project has also resulted in 
considerable benefit to the city, 
McAllister said, with $98,000 being 
spent for streets, relocating of a 
main line sewer, sidewalks and 
other general improvements. 

A majority of the 300 families 
selected are composed of “the bet- 
ter-class of household servants,”
